In addition, he mey log all such flight %ime not legged previcusly which he
acquired since Mey 6, 1832, during the pericd he held an aireraft rating for
the aircraft flown, end either an sirline trausport pilet certificats, azn
airline pilot ocertificate, or a scheduled air transport rating;

(b) A second pilot not possegsed of en airline transport pilot certifi~
cate and a type, welght and engine classification rating for the mircrafd
flown may log S0 percent of the total motual flight time or he may log the
full flight time during which he was the sole manipulator of the controls:
PROVIDED, That if such time be in excess of 50 percent of the total flight
time, the time so flown by the second pilot shall be certified by the first
pilot.
